From the southeast edge of the gravel cul-de-sac of Cedar Ridge Lane, the rebar is 56 feet southeast. The rebar is 5.3 
feet east of a north/south wire fence and 19.16 feet east of a northerly property corner of Cedar Ridge Estates Phase 2, 
Lot 13, which was not monumented at the time of this survey.

CORNER REPORT 
THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 
The original government land surveyor set a wood post at this corner. A legal survey performed in 1879 reestablished 
the corner and monumented it with a stone. We found no trace of the stone or its accessories, and no subsequent survey 
records were found mentioning the stone or any other permanent monument until 2010. Per a 2010 survey in Section 27 
for Hill by Marty James, he set the BRG capped rebar by double-proportion. Subsequent surveys have consistently 
accepted the BRG capped rebar as the corner.

e = Variances in the Monumentation: None noted. 

e Discrepancies in the Documents: When James established this corner by double-proportion in 2010, he held a 3/4” rebar 1 
mile to the south, a 5/8” rebar 1/2 mile to the west, a railroad spike 1/4 mile to the north, and a stone | mile to the 
east. Of the four monuments used, only one (the stone) is a direct perpetuation of the original government corner. 
As such, the location of the rebar relative to the stone set in 1879 is unknown. Therefore, the uncertainty cannot be 
determined. 

© — Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: North to south wire fence was observed approximately five feet west. 

© Theoretical Uncertainty (Random Errors in Measurement): The Relative Positional Accuracy of this survey is within the 
specifications for an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as defined in IAC 865.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North System NAD83(2011)/Indiana West 
NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, geoid18b_conus.db3, US Survey Feet. This project was referenced to the National 
Spatial Reference System CORS network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post- 
process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from 
static, RTPK, or RTK GNSS observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station 
(Nikon Nivo) from points established by GNSS observations. Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to 
ground. Distances to witness ties were measured with a 100-foot steel tape. Bearings to witness ties were collected with 
the internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to Grid North. Bearings to 
witness ties are approximate. Priority should be given to provided distances over bearings. 
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
